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OIM  THE  BICENTENNIAL  OF  THE  1794  CENTS

On  their  bicentennial,  1 794  cents  seem  to  have  lost  some  of  their  bloom,  and 
I don't  just  mean  mint  luster.  Perhaps  their  fall  was  inevitable 

What  other  series  of  coins  from  the  U.S.  Mint  was  invested  at  the  outset  of 
collecting  with  such  an  aura  of  romance?  For  a first  effort  at  classification,  what 
could  be  more  enticing  than  Dr.  Maris's  assigned  names,  like  characters  in  some 
fantastic  play-Coquette,  Many  Haired,  Venus  Marina,  Crooked  7,  Fallen  4,  Amiable 
Face,  and  so  on?  That  was  1 25  years  ago  now.  The  cold,  clear  light  of  the  'morning 
after'  was  almost  certain  to  yield  disappointing  insights  by  comparison  . . . 

Pass  just  seven  years  forward,  then,  to  the  COIN  COLLECTOR'S  JOURNAL  of 
July,  1876  ...  In  answer  to  correspondent  "Louis,"  comes  some  practical  advice 
which  at  the  same  time  names  one  problem  with  collecting  the  1 794's  which  applies 
more  than  ever  today: 

You  ought  to  find  fair  specimens  of  American  copper  cents, 
from  1 81  6 to  1 857  in  your  neighborhood,  but  if  you  want 
them  in  fine  or  uncirculated  condition,  unless  you  have 
unusual  facilities  for  inspecting  large  quantities  of  coppers, 
you  must  apply  to  coin  dealers  or  purchase  at  coin  sales  . 

. . Twenty  years  ago,  cents  from  1793  to  1814  were 
frequently  found  in  circulation,  but  at  the  present  time  most 
of  them  have  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  collectors. 

Still,  by  looking  over  large  lots  of  old  cents,  one  sometimes 
finds  even  the  rare  ones,  though  mostly  in  very  poor 
condition.  From  our  own  experience,  without  regard  to 
varieties,  but  merely  to  distinct  types,  we  consider  the 
following  order  about  correct  as  regards  rarity  of  those 
dates  at  the  present  time:  1793  Liberty  cap,  1804,  1793 
Ameri,  1 799,  1 793  ring  or  link,  1 793  wreath,  1 809,  1 796 
Liberty  cap,  1796  Fillet  head,  1808,  1811,  1806,  1813, 

1795,  1810,  1794,  1800,  1797,  1805,  1801,  1807, 

1812,  1798,  1802,  1803,  and  1814.

In  short,  less  than  20  years  after  the  last  coinage  of  large  cents,  no  one  was 
going  to  find  a VF  Ameri,  or  a VF  1856  for  that  matter,  in  circulation.  With  regard  to 
the  1 794's  in  particular,  falling  as  they  do  about  in  the  middle  of  the  cited  sequence 
of  rarity-by-date,  one  can  conclude  that  they  must  have  been  reasonably  available, 
and  certainly  more  interesting  than  the  cent  years  adjacent  to  them  in  the  list.  But 
what  about  their  cost  on  the  secondary  market,  if  they  were  no  longer  to  be  had  in 
pocket  change?  The  March  number  of  the  same  JOURNAL  (page  56)  mentions  an 
Uncirculated  1794  selling  at  the  Jewett  Sale  at  $8.50,  but  I'd  like  to  concentrate, 
instead,  on  a more  plebeian  coin.  The  February  issue,  reporting  on  Hazeltine's  sale 
of  December  6-9,  1875,  notes  lot  784: 
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1 794;  YOUNG  HEAD;  cent;  hair  rubbed  but  fair,  1 .50  (p.42)  Now  you  must  remember 
that  "Fair"  then  could  mean  anything  less  than  "about  Very  Fine"  today;  but  the  specific  grade 
is  not  the  point  so  much  as  the  fact  that  this  is  the  sort  of  "common  cent"  that  the  average 
collector  could  aspire  to  own.  Was  it  cheap?  NO! 

I don't  know  it  for  a fact,  but  with  his  Mint  connections,  I rather  imagine  that  Captain 
Hazeltine  was  a "hard  money"  man;  thus,  this  price  realized  meant  $1 .50  due  in  gold,  when 
you  settled  up  after  the  sale.  In  Greenbacks  and  subsidiary  silver,  it  would  have  cost  you 
$1 .73:  that  was  the  typical  premium  on  gold  during  1 875,  according  to  Hepburn's  HISTORY 
OF  CURRENCY  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  1 91  5,  p.  227.  That  would  equate  to  about  $29  in 
gold  at  the  recent  spot  price  of  bullion:  which  should  emphasize  that  it  was  NOT  a mere 
pittance.  Copper  collecting  was  already  a significant  economic  proposition,  1 18  years  ago. 

Over  the  next  seventy-odd  years,  other  collectors  expanded  the  research  on  the 
1 794's.  One  hundred  years  ago,  W.  W.  Hays  published  his  revised  numbering  scheme  for  the 
series,  which  stood  in  general  use  until  Sheldon's  superseded  it-not  least  because  of  his 
collector's  love  for  them:  As  Sheldon  put  it  (PENNY-WHIMSY,  p.  83),  "To  Hays  they  were 
magic  talismans  to  the  nostalgic  past  and  to  a wistful  future.  By  owning  one  you  established 
a fraternal  bond  with  both  past  and  future  owners.  To  Chapman  [S.  H.  Chapman,  the 
Philadelphia  coin  dealer,  who  in  1923  re-renumbered  the  series]  they  were  merchandise  and 
profit."  And  Sheldon  himself  did  his  best  to  foster  the  romance  of  the  '94's,  stressing  that 
"to  no  small  degree  the  charm  inheres  in  the  great  variability  and  individuality  of  the  dies" 
(PENNY-WHIMSY,  p.  132).  In  short,  these  are  no  mere  1802's;  they're  not  even  mere 
1 7 9 8 's ! Their  individual  craftsmanship  puts  them  a notch  higher  in  the  "pecking  order." 

But  are  they  really  all  that  individual?  Not  in  low  grade.  I'm  sure  I wasn't  alone  in 
coming  to  that  determination  more  than  a decade  ago,  after  putting  together  a dozen  or  so 
of  the  varieties  in  the  AG-VG  range.  The  vaunted  individuality  was  in  the  fine  finishing  of  the 
dies,  the  treatment  of  the  hair  that  really  only  becomes  distinctive  on  higher  grade  specimens. 
Walter  Breen's  research  took  the  debunking  one  step  further  by  1984,  when  he  proved  that 
all  the  varieties  engraved  by  Robert  Scot-Sheldon  numbers  21  through  66  -were  from  two 
basic  head  punches:  i.e.,  JUST  LIKE  the  '98's  . . . 

So,  to  get  them  in  all  their  distinctiveness,  do  you  go  to  the  high-grade  '94's?  Not 
unless  you're  very,  VERY  well  off.  Even  the  commoner  ones  in  XF  will  cost  you  a few 
thousand  apiece.  As  Herb  Silberman  lamented  in  these  pages  last  summer,  "the  fifty  dollar 
cent  of  my  day  will  soon  be  accepted  as  a fifty  thousand  dollar  cent  ..."  So  economics  alone 
will  dictate  that,  if  you  aspire  to  own  a few  nice  '94's,  it  will  probably  be  very  few,  indeed. 

In  short,  we  all  adjust  our  collecting  goals  to  the  evolving  realities  of  both  the  research 
and  the  marketplace.  And  while  there  are  many  more  of  us  participating  than  a century  and 
a quarter  ago,  the  breadth  of  our  participation  is  greatly  narrowed  by  those  realities,  when  it 
comes  to  the  1794  cents.  Somehow,  I don't  think  that  Dr.  Maris-or  Dr.  Sheldon-would  be 
pleased.

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DIE  STATES  OF  THE  1818  N-4  LARGE  CENT 
Fred  H.  Borcherdt 


On  Saturday,  December  1 8,  1 993,  EAC  membersheld  a meeting  in  Wilmington,  Delaware 
at  the  home  of  Jules  Reiver,  to  discuss  the  1818  N4  large  cent. 

It  was  decided  that  improper  hardening  of  the  obverse  die  was  the  cause  of  the  problems. 
Very  early  in  the  striking  of  this  variety,  the  highest  point  of  the  die,  which  is  the  field  of  the 
coin,  started  to  deteriorate  between  the  portrait  and  the  stars.  As  sections  of  the  die  flaked  off, 
the  fields  rose,  causing  a swelling  appearance  on  the  struck  coin.  Since  most  of  the  coins  found 
of  this  variety  are  of  lower  grades,  it  is  difficult  to  determine  precise  die  states.  From  the  coins 
studied,  it  would  seem  that  previously  published  information  on  die  states  needs  to  be  reviewed. 

Participants  brought  nine  examples  of  the  variety.  From  these,  six  distinct  die  states 
were  determined.  As  more  high  grade  examples  are  studied,  additional  states  may  be  identified. 
Here  are  the  observations  to  date: 


Die  State  A 

1.  Obverse  and  reverse  dies  perfect.  The  O in  ONE  is  the  same  strength  as  the 
other  letters.  We  have  not  seen  this  die  state,  but  there  are  photos  known  of  it, 
and  both  Wright  and  Noyes  mentioned  this  state. 

Die  State  B 

2.  Vertical  lump  right  of  star  6,  with  a smaller  lump  at  the  bottom  right. 

3.  Heavy  dull  crack  down  to  right  from  curl  toward  star  12. 

Die  state  C 

4.  Light  crumbling  in  field  near  neck  and  chin. 

5.  Crumbling  under  lower  hair  bun. 

6.  Dull  crack  from  center  of  Coronet  up  slightly  to  left. 

Die  State  D 

7.  Heavy  crumbling  covers  entire  field  from  back  of  head  to  stars  10,  11,  and  1 2. 

8.  Crumbling  covers  entire  field  from  stars  1 through  5 to  portrait. 

9.  Two  lumps  appear  in  the  field  at  the  upper  right  of  star  4. 

10.  The  O in  ONE  on  the  reverse  becomes  weak,  because  there  is  not  enough 
metal  to  fill  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies. 

Die  State  E 

1 1 . Crumbling  in  #8  becomes  very  heavy  in  the  area  from  stars  1 to  3,  causing 
a crack  to  appear  from  the  rim  to  star  3.  The  crumbling  from  star  3 to  5 is  lighter 
and  in  a different  plane. 


Die  State  F 

12.  The  field  between  stars  1 to  5 and  the  portrait  becomes  heavily  swollen 
causing  the  obverse  crack  at  star  3 to  extend  almost  to  the  portrait's  mouth. 

13.  Light  crumbling  from  top  of  hair  to  stars  7,  8,  and  9. 

14.  Crumbling  under  bust  and  to  left  of  star  13. 

1 5.  A heavy  crack  appears  from  dentils  to  lump  right  of  star  6. 

16.  A lump  appears  from  the  top  of  lump  at  star  6 to  the  right.

DISCUSSION 


1818  N-4 


What  we  have  tried  to  do  in  this  article  is  describe  in  some  kind  of 
order  the  problems  that  occurred  on  the  OBV  of  1818  N-4.  Some  of  our 
observations  may  seem  trivial  to  some  collectors,  but  we  wanted  to 
establish  some  kind  of  order  in  the  breakdown  of  the  OBV  die.  Most  die 
states  usually  end  up  with  huge  rim  breaks  or  massive  cracks.  This  is  one 
die  which,  from  improper  hardening,  just  came  apart. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  capture  these  happenings  in  photos  without  a lot 
of  high  grade  coins.  Cracks  and  rim  breaks  are  easy  to  photograph  even  on 
low  grade  coins,  but  swelling  and  crumbling  are  very  difficult  to  capture  in 
photos.  Lighting  must  be  changed,  coins  tipped  one  way  or  the  other  to 
change  contrast,  etc.  The  photos  we  show  here  try  to  represent  three 
different  appearances  along  the  series  of  breakdowns  of  the  die.  Hopefully 
they  will  be  of  some  help  for  all  interested  collectors. 

The  first  photo,  STATE  C OBV  + REV  will  appear  to  look  perfect,  but 
all  of  the  mentioned  diagnostic  problems  described  in  states  B + C are  on 
this  coin.  Note  the  O in  ONE  is  still  strong.  Of  the  nine  coins  we  had  to 
check  we  did  not  find  a conclusive  example  of  the  perfect  die,  although  we 
feel  it  does  exist. 

Die  state  D shows  the  extensive  swelling  behind  the  hair  curls  while 
the  field  in  front  of  the  face  is  still  somewhat  normal.  Many  low  grade  coins 
of  this  die  state  actually  almost  wipe  out  the  stars  and  hair.  Note  there  is 
no  crack  to  star  3 yet. 

The  photo  of  die  state  E shows  the  OBV  crack  only  to  star  3.  While 
this  coin  is  a little  advanced  in  swelling  before  the  face  the  crack  has  not  yet 
progressed  past  the  star. 

The  photo  of  die  state  F is  the  latest  we  think  known  at  the  present 
time,  and  due  to  the  condition  of  the  coin,  the  photo  shows  everything  that 
really  happened  to  this  1818  N-4  OBV  die. 

Also  note  in  the  REV  photo  of  this  coin  that  the  O in  ONE  is  gone  and 
the  leaves  above  the  O in  ONE  are  very  lightly  struck.  The  O in  ONE  and  the 
leaves  are  exactly  opposite  the  heavy  OBV  swelling  from  Stars  1 to  3.  Most 
of  the  copper  in  the  planchet  flowed  into  the  bulge  leaving  little  to  complete 
the  REV  strike.

THE  RHODE  ISLAND  SHIP  TOKEN  OF  1779:  A NON-LOCAL 

IMPORT,  REVISITED 

John  P.  Lorenzo 


The  information  presented  in  this  article  has  three  main  goals: 

To  identify  new  information  about  the  origin  of  the  token. 
Information  supplied  by  Michael  Hodder  to  this  writer  links  the 
manufacturing  of  the  token  to  England,  for  the  Dutch  market; 

To  assess  the  possibility  of  a copper  Rhode  Island  ship  token;  and 
finally, 

To  examine  the  obverse  of  the  silver  plated  Rhode  Island  ship  token 
and  offer  my  personal  comments  on  its  authenticity. 

I.  Origin  of  the  Token. 

Based  on  the  Nestor  pseudonym  article  presented  in  Penny-Wise  Volume 
XXVII,  Number  2,  March  15,  1993.  I concluded  that  the  Rhode  Island  token 
was  without  question  not  a product  of  the  Rhode  Island  colony.  The  token 
legends  did  indicate  an  English  origin;  but  no  evidence  was  currently  available 
to  support  this  possibility.  Examination  of  Dutch  pieces  from  this  time  period 
showed  nothing  even  close  to  the  designs  of  this  token.  The  conclusion  I 
presented  was  therefore  intended  to  generate  some  controversy  within  the 
numismatic  fraternity.  Several  numismatists  supplied  some  non-historical 
generalizations,  but  Michael  Hodder  presented  some  very  strong  evidence  of  its 
English  manufacture.  The  facts  are  these. 

During  Michael's  cataloging  of  the  Norweb  I Sale  (October,  1 987)  he  first 
indicated  his  opinion  that  the  Rhode  Island  token  was  struck  in  England  for  the 
Dutch  market,  as  a propaganda  piece.  The  fabric,  metallic  content  (for  the 
brass  specimens),  and  edge  scorings  all  convinced  Michael  that  it  was  an 
English  product.  In  addition,  the  deliberate  removal  or  overpunching  of 
VLUGTENDE  (Dutch  for  "fleeing")  from  below  Howe's  flagship  on  all  but  two 
or  three  pieces  confirms  that  the  word  was  not  meant  to  be  there  in  the  first 
place.  Further,  although  the  Americans  are  shown  fleeing  on  the  reverse  type, 
Howe's  vessel  is  clearly  safely  riding  at  anchor  on  the  obverse  type. 

The  token  can't  have  been  poking  fun  at  both  the  British  and  Americans 
at  the  same  time.  That  simply  doesn't  make  sense  in  the  context  of 
contemporary  European  politics.  The  Dutch  were  divided  in  1779,  between 
joining  England  against  the  Americans,  or  allying  with  the  League  for  Armed 
Neutrality  against  England.  A token  satirizing  both  sides  wouldn't  have  had  a 
market.  This  also  implies  an  English  origin. 
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Michael's  1990  research  on  the  Appleton  - Massachusetts 
Historical  Society  example  of  the  Rhode  Island  token  revealed  that, 
whereas  the  brassy-looking  Garrett  - Roper  - Adams  example  of  the 
token  has  an  alloy  composition  of  51 .88%  zinc,  45.79%  copper,  and 
2.33%  iron,  the  dark  brown,  coppery-looking  Appleton  - MHS  token 
has  an  alloy  composition  of  46.03%  zinc,  53.08%  copper,  and  0.89% 
iron.  This  remarkably  high  zinc  content  was  far  higher  than  anything 
achievable  outside  England  in  1779.  A Mr.  Champion  owned  the 
patent  for  enriching  zinc,  and  his  annual  output  was  not  high.  It  would 
seem  doubtful  that  Champion  would  try  to  develop  a foreign  market  for 
his  zinc  when  English  manufacturers  of  buttons  and  tokens  were 
clamoring  for  his  metal.  Michael  further  indicated  that  the  Rhode 
Island  tokens  appear  to  have  been  hot-struck,  probably  on  a drop 
hammer  press,  a rather  outdated  device  by  1779.  After  striking,  their 
edges  were  trimmed  of  burrs  and  metal  spread.  These  observations 
account  for  the  scoring  lines  seen  on  virtually  all  the  brass  pieces.  As 
would  be  anticipated,  similar  lines  can  be  seen  on  the  earlier  Rosa 
Americana  coins,  which  are  known  to  have  been  struck  hot  on  a drop 
press. 

I'd  like  to  emphasize  some  additional  information  concerning  the 
alloy  brass.  Prior  to  Champion's  day,  it  was  manufactured  by 
cementing  granulated  copper,  called  beanshot,  or  copper  clippings, 
with  "calcined  calamine"  (native  zinc  carbonate)  in  a crucible,  and 
exposing  them  to  "bright  ignition"-i.e.,  great  heat.  Three  parts  of 
copper  were  used  to  three  parts  of  calamine  and  two  of  charcoal.  The 
zinc  reduced  to  its  metallic  state  by  agency  of  the  charcoal,  combined 
with  the  copper  into  an  alloy  which,  upon  cooling,  formed  a lump  at 
the  bottom  of  the  crucible.  These  lumps,  being  remelted  and  cast  in 
molds,  constituted  ingots  of  brass  for  the  market.  In  1781,  a James 
Emerson  obtained  a patent  for  making  brass  by  direct  fusion  of  its  two 
elements,-  copper  and  zinc;  this  allowed  high  copper-zinc  alloys  to  be 
manufactured,  and  is  the  basis  of  the  process  still  used  today.  As 
noted  above,  about  the  same  time,  Champion  obtained  a patent  for 
high  zinc  enrichment.  The  author's  further  research  will  center  on 
possible  connections  between  Champion  and  any  contemporary  English 
die  sinker,  as  well  as  between  Champion  and  Emerson,  with  an 
emphasis  on  the  major  brass  foundry  areas  of  England. 
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The  Copper  Rhode  Island  Token. 


A recent  Rhode  Island  token  in  a Stack's  sale  (September,  1993,  lot 
891 ) had  previously  appeared  in  Paramount's  sale  of  November  4,  1 977  as  a 
Rhode  Island  token  struck  in  copper.  Upon  examination,  the  coin  illustrated 
mint  red  (copper)  in  the  devices,  but  a yellowish  (brassy)  color  within  the 
deepest  part  of  a recent  hairline  scratch  on  the  coin  (NOT  the  scratch 
identified  in  the  lot  description).  I concur  in  Stack's  cataloging  description  of 
this  token.  But  how  can  a coin  exhibit  a coppery  appearance  and  still  be 
brass?  This  can  be  explained  by  two  distinct  metallurgical  processes:  coring, 
and  dezincification. 

In  simplistic  terms,  coring  is  the  result  of  two  known  principles  of 
metallurgy.  Pure  metals  freeze  at  a constant  temperature,  whereas  solid 
solution  alloys  are  found  to  freeze  over  a wide  range  of  temperatures.  Hence, 
the  first  solid  metal  formed  in  the  brass  alloy  as  it  cools  is  copper,  because 
copper  has  the  higher  melting  point;  the  zinc  solidifies  at  a lower  temperature. 
Such  variable  melting  points  can  result  in  a very  inhomogeneous  ("coring") 
structure  during  the  course  of  solidification.  With  extended  heating  of  the 
alloy  at  a temperature  below  the  melting  points  of  its  component  metais,  an 
equilibrium  is  usually  accomplished.  If  this  was  not  always  carried  out,  there 
could  have  been  metal  shifting  within  the  alloy. 

The  dezincification  process  is  as  follows:  In  certain  alloys,  and  under 
certain  environmental  conditions  (such  as  high  humidity  or  elevated 
temperature)  localized  areas  or,  in  the  case  in  question,  the  entire  field  of  a 
coin,  may  be  dissolved,  leaving  that  particular  area  devoid  of  a given  element 
in  the  alloy.  The  term  dezincification  was  originally  applied  to  the  removal  of 
zinc  from  brasses  by  an  existing  corrosive  environment.  The  term  now  applies 
to  any  condition  of  corrosion  in  which  any  specific  element  is  removed  from 
an  alloy.  On  coins  such  as  the  Rosa  American  specimens  or  the  Rhode  Island 
tokens,  this  results  in  a transformation  from  a yellow  to  a more  coppery  color 
(and  also  a considerable  loss  of  alloy  strength,  with  depletion  of  zinc  from  the 
alloy). 


More  important  for  the  numismatist,  this  loss  of  zinc  results  in  a surface 
residue  of  the  less-corrosive  component,  copper.  (Many  of  the  copper-zinc 
alloys,  and  some  of  aluminum-bronze  and  copper-nickel,  undergo  the  same 
type  of  corrosion  phenomenon.)  Conditions  of  high  moisture  or  elevated 
temperature  make  this  dezincification  particularly  active  and  destructive.  The 
distinct  copper  layer  on  the  coin  in  the  Stack's  sale,  viewed  under  15x 
magnification,  was  presumably  the  result  of  this  process;  the  coin  is  definitely 
NOT  copper  plated. 
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Allovs  containing  more  than  40%  zinc  are  not  very  important  today, 
because  they  are  not  very  ductile.  An  alloy  such  as  that  of  the  Rhode  Island 
tokens  would  need  to  have  been  hot-worked  exclusively.  Recognizing  the 
very  laborious  process  necessary  to  produce  and  then  work  this  alloy  - 
possibly  in  Champion's  brass  foundry?  --  leaves  me  with  a new  appreciation 
for  these  tokens. 

Another  implication  of  my  investigation  of  the  tokens'  component  metals 
is  that  no  true  copper  token  exists.  Either  coring  or  dezincification  could 
explain  the  coppery  appearance  of  a given  token.  Of  course,  it  is  not 
surprising  to  see  the  coppery-looking  Appleton-MHS  coin  demonstrate  a lower 
zinc  content  than  the  Garrett  token.  But  that  doesn't  make  it  "copper."  (I  am 
NOT  implying  that  all  the  copper  Rosa  Americana  pieces  are  the  result  of 
coring  and  dezincification,  by  the  way.) 

III.  The  Silver-Plated  Rhode  Island  Token  Obverse. 

Currently,  I believe  these  to  be  genuine,  but  with  some  reservations.  I 
personally  viewed  one  at  the  Baltimore  ANA,  and  am  aware  of  a second 
specimen.  These  are  peculiar  in  that  only  the  obverses  are  plated.  The  silver 
plating  covers  approximately  85%  of  the  obverse.  Normally,  a brass  founder 
would  introduce  a trace  of  silver  into  the  alloy,  as  William  Wood  did  with  the 
Rosa  Americana's,  for  corrosion  protection  of  the  overall  alloy.  (Silver  is  much 
less  corrosive  than  copper,  which  is  in  turn  much  less  corrosive  than  zinc.) 
But  why  apply  silver  plating  rather  than  hot-work  silver  into  the  brass? 

Norweb  II,  lot  2426  was  a silver-plated  bath  metal  example  of  the  Rosa 
American  penny;  it  showed  the  same  type  of  silver  loss  as  on  both  the  Rhode 
Island  tokens  (but  showed  silvering  on  both  obverse  and  reverse,  however). 
The  cataloger  of  this  Norweb  silvered  pattern  described  this  as  "silvering 
probably  applied  at  or  near  the  time  of  striking."  I would  like  to  re-examine 
this  specimen.  I also  believe  that  the  silvered  Rhode  Island  tokens  would  be 
strong  candidates  for  metallic  analysis.  Perhaps  Champion  was  following 
William  Woods  in  silver-plating  some  specimens,  possibly  as  presentation 
pieces.  Both  the  Rosa  Americana  and  Hibernia  series  illustrate  examples  of 
silver  patterns.  It  was  a metal  commonly  available  to  any  brass  founder.  And 
both  specimens  of  the  silvered  Rhode  Island  tokens  show  a comparable  loss 
of  obverse  silvering,  further  attesting  to  its  application  as  part  of  the  minting 
process.  I hope  to  perform  additional  research  on  these  silvered  tokens  for  a 
future  article  in  Penny-Wise.

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NEW  JERSEY  COPPERS,  PART  12:  Maris  18J 

John  Griffee 


Maris  1 8J  is  another  variety  in  the  popular,  and  well-known,  "bridle"  series 
consisting  of  18J,  18L,  18M  and  18N  (see  Sept.  15,  1993  P-W). 

The  "18"  obverse  is  called,  "bridle"  because  of  what  looks  like  a die  break  from  the 
horse's  muzzle  to  the  barrel.  If  you  look  at  an  example  from  early  production,  you  will  see 
there  are  actually  two  die  breaks-one  starting  at  the  muzzle  and  one  starting  at  the  barrel 
which  eventually  meet  in  the  middle. 

Michael  Hodder  has  published  an  extensive  study  of  reverse  J and  he  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  ".  . . 18J  was  among  the  earliest  New  Jersey  coppers  struck  once  the 
coinage  franchise  had  been  finally  settled  in  November  1786.” 

Although  all  four  reverses  were  pretty  well  discussed  in  the  9/1  5/93  P-W,  there  is 
one  additional  unique  feature  of  the  J reverse.  If  you  do  not  own  an  18J,  look  at  the 
plate  in  any  of  the  following  auction  catalogs:  Garrett,  1410;  Taylor,  2181;  Norweb, 
1328;  Foreman,  1348;  Saccone,  1572;  or  Quartette,  1325. 

The  shape  of  the  shield,  from  the  point  where  the  horizontal  lines  (the  chief)  and 
the  vertical  lines  (the  pales)  meet,  to  the  point  at  the  bottom,  is  asymmetrical. 

On  the  right  side,  the  edge  of  the  shield  continues  a gentle  arc  and  swings  out  and 
down  to  the  point.  On  the  left  side,  the  edge  of  the  shield  drops  almost  straight  down, 
curves  gently,  and  then  there  is  nearly  a straight  line  to  the  point. 

A little  study  of  the  plate  and  you  will  be  able  to  identify  the  J reverse  anytime. 

Listed  below  are  all  the  18J's  in  auction  catalogs  I own  where  I do  not  know  the 
present  owner  or  location  of  the  coins.  If  you  own  one  of  these  coins,  or  know  of 
someone  who  does,  please  let  me  know.  The  greater  the  input  the  more  accurate  the 
condition  census  will  be.  A 'P'  means  the  coin  was  plated.  'L'  is  short  for  'Lot'.

LATE  DATE  CENT  UPDATE 

Bob  Grellman 


This  year's  EAC  Convention  will  have  a Large  Cent  Happening  on  Thursday  evening.  The  two 
late  date  varieties  selected  for  this  inaugural  event  are  48N18  and  55N5. 


The  48N1  8 was  elected  because  it  comes  with  some  very  impressive  (and  rare)  die  cracks  on 
the  obverse.  Four  distinctive  die  states  are  known: 

a.  tops  of  CE  in  CENT  not  joined  by  crumbling 

b.  tops  of  CE  in  CENT  connected  by  crumbling 

c.  die  crack  from  main  curl  to  dentils  above  star  1 1 

d.  die  crack  through  star  1 to  bust 
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The  obverse  cracks  come  in  various  strengths,  with  the  latest  state  showing  nearly 
parallel  railroad  tracks  across  the  obverse.  The  Happening  should  help  us  get  a more 
accurate  census  of  the  cracked  examples  and  possibly  add  a few  high  grade  pieces  to  the 
variety  census. 

The  55N5  was  selected  to  help  us  determine  a more  accurate  rarity  rating  for  this 
relatively  new  variety.  This  variety  has  the  obverse  of  N-5  & 13  (early)  with  the  reverse 
of  N-7  (late).  I suspect  that  many  pieces  presently  called  N-5  are  in  fact  the  more 
common  N-13  since  all  the  attribution  guides  describe  both  varieties  as  N-5. 

Another  objective  of  this  review  is  to  see  if  there  are  any  examples  of  55N5  struck  from 
dies  in  proper  parallel  alignment.  All  I've  seen  are  strongly  struck  on  the  upper  obverse 
and  weakly  struck  on  the  lower  obverse.  I suspect  all  were  struck  this  way  and  that  this 
May-December  marriage  didn't  last  very  long.  The  Happening  should  help  us  make  this 
judgment. 

Please  participate  in  this  Happening  by  bringing  your  48N1  8 and  55N5  cents  and  sharing 
them  with  us.  Junk  to  unc.  Every  piece  will  help.  Thanks.

PROOF  LARGE  CENTS  — AN  UPDATE

My  research  on  proof  large  cents  continues.  I've  now  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  the 
Naftzger  - Streiner  late  dates,  and  hope  to  see  the  middle  dates  shortly.  Some  changes 
worth  noting: 

1843  N18  (obverse  N1 4,  reverse  N1  2).  This  variety  does  not  exist.  The 
listing  in  Breen's  book  is  erroneous. 

1844  N1.  Two  confirmed  specimens.  The  third  listing  was  a duplication. 

1845  N8.  No  proofs  in  the  strictest  sense.  One  example,  however,  is  a 
sharply  struck,  fully  proof-like  specimen  striking. 

1846  N1.  Three  confirmed  specimens,  plus  one  untraced  listing. 

1846  N10.  No  proofs  exist  of  this  variety. 

1849  N16.  No  proofs  exist  of  this  variety.

Eight  years  ago  there  was  an  obvious  need  to  record  early  date  large  cent 
collections,  so  we  started  THE  SCORE.  Today,  after  sixteen  editions,  the  last  of  which 
listed  ninety-nine  collections  with  over  sixteen  thousand  specimens,  we  believe  THE 
SCORE  represents  the  most  accurate  and  sustained  compilation  of  early  dates  ever 
attempted.  If  by  this  time  you  still  have  not  recorded  your  collection  with  us,  you  may 
have  demonstrated  your  independence  but  in  doing  so,  you  really  have  denied  yourself 
the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  of  a fuller  participation  in  the  early  date  collecting  fraternity. 
When  you're  not  in  THE  SCORE,  your  knowledge  of  what's  happening  is  limited.  Isn't 
it  time  you  learned  how  your  early  dates  rank  with  other  important  collections? 

A few  years  ago,  charges  were  made  against  so-called  unfair  rules  established  for 
sharing  THE  SCORE.

In  the  event  that  reluctance  to  contact  us  was  based  upon  concern  for  possible 
theft  or  some  other  personal  requirement  for  confidentiality,  please  be  assured  that  we 
appreciate  the  reason  which  may  prompt  your  position.  However,  if  you  really  wish  to 
participate,  we  need  to  hear  from  you.  There  are  several  ways  in  which  we  can 
accommodate  your  special  needs.  The  identity  of  reported  specimens  can  be  maintained 
in  confidence;  no  one  but  Bob  or  I will  learn  your  address;  correspondence  and  copies  of 
THE  SCORE  can  be  mailed  wherever  you  wish,  etc.  Please  let  us  know  what  is  necessary 
and  we  shall  find  a way  to  satisfy  your  concerns. 

Participation  requirements  for  THE  SCORE  are  quite  simple.  Send  your  list  of 
varieties  with  grades  and  continue  to  update  at  least  every  eighteen  months.  There  are 
two  reporting  deadlines.  May  15th  for  the  June  Edition  and  November  15th  for  the 
December  Edition.  All  updates  or  advice  of  "no  change"  must  be  received  prior  to  these 
dates.  Information  about  your  collection  is  shared  only  with  collectors  willing  to  share 
their  own  information  with  us.  It's  really  that  easy!  Give  it  a try. 

Well,  that's  it!  We  know  you're  out  there  but  the  next  move  is  up  to  you.  We 
should  like  very  much  to  include  you  in  our  next  semi-annual  report.  Please,  let  us  hear 
from  you  so  we  can  send  your  copy  of  THE  SCORE!

The  meeting  began  around  7:30  p.m.  with  March  Wells  serving  as  chairman.  After 
the  introductions,  March  presented  some  ideas  he  has  on  the  formation  of  an  EAC 
educational  forum  to  be  held  during  a major  Central  Regional  show,  such  as  this  Fall 
M.S.N.S.  Show.

need  a grading  guide?  Some  felt  it  cannot  be  done  with  a high  enough  percentage  of 
accuracy.  Quantitatively  it  probably  cannot  be  done.  As  an  example,  Tom  Morley's  book  on 
1 794's  attempted  to  do  just  this  very  thing,  but  only  for  1 794's!  Reference  was  made  to  Bob 
Grellman's  article  done  on  grading  and  how  he  deducts  points  for  problems,  rather  than  try 
to  justify  a given  grade.  Tom  Reynolds  said  people  often  ask  him  about  a grading  guide  for 
copper.  The  A.N.A.  Grading  Guide  is  not  adequate  for  copper.  John  Wright  told  of  an  offer 
he  made  to  the  A.N.A.  to  train  their  graders  in  the  field  of  early  coppers;  however,  they  never 
responded  to  this.  Others  felt  that  not  everyone  has  a chance  to  view  enough  coins  to 
become  proficient  at  grading.  Any  guide  would  need  to  include  some  basic  notes  on  each 
variety  to  assist  grading.  In  the  end,  at  least,  we  agreed  to  disagree! 

Finally,  J.D.W.  brought  several  of  the  photo  albums  from  the  EAC  Library  for  members 
to  peruse.  Those  who  had  not  previously  seen  them  were  quite  impressed.  John  said  the 
photos  are  arranged  by  variety  and  not  separated  based  on  collector  groupings.  John  said 
more  pictures  should  be  coming  to  the  library's  photo  group.  He  ended  by  saying,  if  you  have 
a question  sometime,  go  ahead  and  ask  John  via  the  next  issue  of  P-W.  The  meeting 
adjourned  about  8:40  p.m.

Great  progress  is  being  made  on  the  placing  of  Penny-Wise  onto  a CD-ROM. 
Pictures,  drawings,  and  text  will  all  be  linked  together  by  topics,  as  well  as 
chronologically.  Paul  Hybert  has  made  an  immense  contribution  of  effort  on  the 
scanning  end  that  gets  us  off  to  a flying  start.  If  all  goes  well,  there  should  be  a 
disc  ready  for  the  EAC  convention  in  Las  Vegas. 

Here  are  some  of  the  questions  I have  been  asked: 

Can  I play  it  on  my  Windows  (or  DOS,  or  MAC)  system?  The  answer  is  yes 
to  those  three  (but  not  on  UNIX). 

What  about  updating  the  disc?  I currently  plan  to  release  an  update  every 
two  years,  charging  a smaller  fee  (like  $25)  for  the  new  disc  if  the  previous  disc  is 
returned.

The  possibilities  are  wide  open  and  I 
would  like  feedback  from  anyone  who  might  have  ideas  on  other  items  that  would 
be  of  interest.  One  of  mine  is  to  record  people  reading  their  letters  or  articles. 

Then  when  the  user  is  viewing  PW,  he  could  click  on  the  sound  button  and  hear  it 
being  read.  I think  that  I will  have  a tape  recorder  at  Las  Vegas  for  just  that 
purpose  if  some  of  you  would  like  to  drop  by  my  table  to  do  a recording. 

Can  I print  out  something  I've  found?  Printing  of  both  text  and  pictures 
will  be  possible. 

Can  I cut  and  paste  to  a new  document?  Yes. 

Will  it  be  indexed  and  easily  navigated?  Yes  to  the  first  part  and  you'll 
have  to  be  the  judge  on  the  second  part,  but  we  sure  have  attempted  to  make  it  so.

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WHY  1839  IS  NOT  THE  END  OF  THE  MIDDLE  DATE  LARGE  CENTS 

Gregory  S.  Heim 


Approximately  two  and  a half  years  ago,  I decided  to  narrow  my  collecting 
interests  and  pursue  what  we  copper  aficionados  in  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club  refer 
to  as  the  Middle  Date  Large  Cents  of  1816  - 1839.  Now  I knew  where  to  begin  my 
collection,  but  I had  some  doubt  as  where  to  end  it.  To  make  matters  worse,  one  of  the 
Middle  Date  Cents  finds  its  way  into  the  Late  Date  Cents,  whose  era  starts  in  1840. 

In  an  area  of  such  intense  research  and  scholarship  as  early  copper,  there  should 
be  a definitive  beginning  and  end.  After  doing  some  of  my  own  research,  I noticed  that 
the  cents  coined  between  1835  - 1843  were  named  and  recognized  as  the  Transitional 
Dates  since  they  successfully  bridge  the  gap  between  the  Middle  Date  and  Late  Date 
Large  Cents. 

Unfortunately,  this  rocks  the  apple  cart  and  presents  that  often  evil  word  called 
change.  There  is  a great  deal  of  time  and  money  invested  in  the  present  system,  and 
there  are  others  who  would  like  to  see  the  winds  of  change  remain  still.  However,  being 
the  Kantian  thinker  that  I am,  I must  act  on  my  sense  of  duty  and  obligation  and  write 
about  what  I think  is  right  regardless  of  its  circumstances. 

My  purpose  is  to  logically  argue  the  point  for  three  distinct  and  disjoint  groups  that 
re-classify  the  Middle  and  Late  Date  Large  Cents  by  adding  an  additional  group  in  between 
the  two,  while  presenting  factual  data  and  analyses  to  support  my  thesis.  Whether  my 
thesis  is  accepted  or  rejected  by  the  collector  population  is  not  important  to  me.  What 
is  important  that  the  seed  has  been  planted,  and  it  will  be  up  to  all  of  you  if  it  sprouts  or 
not. 

STARTING  /I  T THE  BEGINNING 

The  transition  between  the  Early  Date  Cents  of  1 793  - 1814,  and  the  Middle  Date 
Cents,  which  began  in  1816,  is  rather  straightforward.  One  might  even  call  it  a "no 
brainer,"  to  put  it  in  the  vernacular.  The  Classic  Head  design  of  John  Reich  is  replaced 
by  the  Matron  Head  design  of  Robert  Scot,  and  there  is  even  a one  year  gap  between 
these  two,  distinct  groups.  This  is  not  where  the  argument  is,  but  it  sets  a foundation 
for  the  premise  of  having  no  overlap. 

WHA  T IS  A MA  TRON  HEAD? 

We  know  the  first  year  of  the  Coronet,  or  Matron  Head  Large  Cent  is  the  year 
1816.  What  many  of  us  know,  but  fail  to  realize,  is  that  the  Matron  Head  design  of 
Robert  Scot  saw  its  last  appearance  in  1835  with  the  Head  of  1 834  obverse.  The  Kneass 
/ Gobrecht  "Young  Head,"  or  Head  of  1 836  replaced  the  Head  of  1 834  that  same  year, 
giving  us  two  distinct,  major  varieties.  We  can  conclude  that  the  span  of  the  Matron 
Head  Large  Cent  was  from  1816  - 1 834,  and  all  1 835  cents  that  bear  the  Head  of  1 834 
obverse. 
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THE  TRANSITIONAL  DATES:  1835  - 1843 


If  one  were  to  look  up  the  words  underrated  and  overlooked  in  a numismatic 
dictionary  with  respect  to  Early  American  Copper,  one  of  the  definitions  would  read 
"Transitional  Dates."  The  Transitional  Date  Cents  have  an  identity  and  an  importance  of 
their  own,  yet  they  have  not  earned  the  respect  they  deserve. 

As  stated  in  the  previous  section,  the  Kneass  / Gobrecht  Head  of  1836  made  its 
debut  in  1835  and  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  major  variety  in  this 
classification.  In  1836,  all  Large  Cents  coined  bear  this  style  head.  In  1837,  the  Head 
of  1 836  was  used  along  with  Gobrecht's  Head  of  1 838.  One  can  tell  the  two  apart  by 
noticing  the  beaded  hair  cords  on  the  Head  of  1838  as  opposed  to  the  plain  hair  cords  on 
the  Head  of  1836.  In  1838,  all  Large  Cents  coined  bear  the  Head  of  1838  variety. 

The  year  1839  holds  the  greatest  importance  because  it  displays  five  major 
varieties  as  well  as  being  the  major  topic  of  our  argument.  The  1839/6  overdate  is  the 
only  variety  to  bear  the  Head  of  1836.  The  Head  of  1838  is  also  used  along  with 
Gobrecht's  Silly  Head  and  Booby  Head  which  were  variations  on  his  previous  designs. 
But  the  most  important  design  with  the  1 839  date  is  the  Head  of  1 840,  or  Petite  Head, 
or  Braided  Hair.  The  Petite  Head  shows  a much  more  feminine  Ms.  Liberty  with  her  hair 
in  a coil  or  braid,  hence  the  term  Braided  Hair.  This  obverse  design  was  used  on  all  of  the 
Large  Cents  in  1840,  1841,  and  1842  as  well  as  on  some  of  the  Large  Cents  of  1843. 
This  design,  along  with  the  other  transitional  pieces  have  no  logical  purpose  being 
classified  as  either  Middle  Dates  or  Late  Dates  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  cut-off  point 
selected,  namely  the  year  1839,  can  be  called  arbitrary  at  best. 

In  1 843,  the  Petite  Head  shared  the  spotlight  with  another  Gobrecnt  creation,  the 
Mature  Head,  or  Head  of  1 844.  The  obverse  of  this  coin  shows  Ms.  Liberty  in  a more 
upright  position.  The  Reverse  of  1 844  shows  an  entirely  different  wreath  and  style  of 
lettering  along  with  a much  thicker  collar.  The  three  major  types  for  this  year  are  the 
Petite  Head  with  the  "old  reverse"  and  the  Reverse  of  1844.  These  designs  bring  the 
Transitional  Dates  to  an  end.  The  Late  Date  Cents  begin  with  the  1843,  Head  and 
Reverse  of  1844,  and  continue  until  the  cent's  last  year  in  1857. 

All  of  this  background  information  is  necessary  for  establishing  some  sort  of 
premise,  but  it  does  not  answer  the  question  of  identity  and  importance.  The  identity  of 
Gobrecht  is  very  visible  when  one  looks  at  these  designs  because  it  shows  numerous 
examples  of  his  work  and  how  his  work  progressed.  It  also  supports  the  argument  that 
Gobrecht  was  a prolific  designer  whose  work  dominated  the  faces  of  all  of  our  coinage, 
not  just  the  cent. 

The  present  classifications  of  Early,  Middle,  and  Late  Date  Cents  are  divided  as 
such  because  of  die  variety  attribution.  The  Transitional  Dates  have  their  own  methods 
of  die  variety  attribution,  different  from  the  Matron  Heads,  and  different  from  the  varieties 
of  the  Head  and  Reverse  of  1844.  So  if  we  are  going  to  base  our  classifications  with 
respect  to  die  variety  attribution,  there  is  no  excuse  why  an  additional  category  could  not 
be  squeezed  in  between  the  Middle  and  Late  Dates. 
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CONCLUSION 

The  following  is  a breakdown  that  summarizes  the  reclassification  of  the  Middle 
and  Late  Date  cents  by  adding  a category  in  between.  Notice  how  the  addition  of  the 
Transitional  Dates  makes  the  three  groups  distinct  and  disjoint. 

MIDDLE  DATES:  All  cents  coined  from  1816  - 1834,  and  all  1835  cents  that  bear  the 
Head  of  1834  obverse. 

TRANSITIONAL  DA  TES:  Starts  with  all  1 835  cents  that  bear  the  Head  of  1 836  obverse. 
Covers  all  cents  coined  from  1836  - 1842,  and  all  1843  cents  that  bear  the  Petite  Head 
obverse. 

LATE  DATES:  Starts  with  those  1843  cents  which  bear  the  Mature  Head  obverse,  and 
continues  until  1857,  the  last  year  of  the  Large  Cent.

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1797  C-1  LATE  DIE  STATE

The  1 797  C-1 , this  coin  is  overstruck  on  a Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  Token.  Part  of 
the  lettering  from  the  TAL  can  be  seen  on  the  reverse.  The  letters  seen  are  from  the 
word  COMMERCE.  The  letters  are  the  second  M,  the  E,  a small  part  of  the  R and  the  last 
E.  The  coin  is  from  a very  late  die  state  which  is  not  listed  in  the  Breen  Half  Cent  Book. 

About  the  die  state:  Next  to  the  Liberty  Cap  there  is  a bulge;  to  the  left  of  the  L 
in  LIBERTY  a second  bulge  is  seen.  A die  break  from  the  rim  down  through  B and  into  the 
hair  continues  downward.  Another  break  is  from  the  rim  and  up  six  denticles  from  the 
pole.  This  continues  to  the  nose.  A second  crack  off  this  is  approximately  half  way  up 
and  connects  with  the  pole  and  neck.  What  is  described  is  die  state  VIII  and  there  is  a 
photo  on  page  175  of  the  Breen  Book. 

On  the  Late  die  state,  this  area  of  the  cracks  has  turned  into  a large  bulge.  This 
bulge  extends  upwards  and  covers  the  Y in  Liberty.  On  the  reverse,  die  state  X fails  at 
RICA  at  America.  On  the  later  die  state  the  R is  weak  and  the  ICA  is  gone,  in  the  bulge. 
The  bulge  is  from  the  rim  to  the  edge  of  the  leaves  and  downward  to  the  area  of  the  stem 
and  ribbon,  and  back  to  the  rim. 

My  coin  grades  Very  Good,  with  a couple  of  pin  marks  on  the  obverse.  The 
reverse  has  fewer  pin  marks,  and  several  small  old  nicks.  The  rim  is  plain.  I purchased 
this  coin  at  the  Westchester,  New  York  Coin  Show  in  1993,  at  a fair  price.

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THE  ACCUMULATED  COLLECTION 

Ray  Rouse 


Now  that  you  have  been  collecting  for  5,  10,  20,  or  40  years  do  you  have  a 
collection?  Perhaps  like  me  what  you  really  have  is  an  accumulation  of  material  that  you 
have  acquired  over  the  years.  How  did  this  happen? 

Most  of  us  have  neither  the  time  nor  the  money  to  attend  all  the  important  coin 
auctions  and  big  coin  shows  in  pursuit  of  our  hobby.  While  we  may  have  a plan  or  a goal 
of  what  we  want  our  collection  to  look  like,  we  are  handicapped  not  only  by  finances  but 
also  by  limits  in  the  material  that  we  can  find  at  local  coin  shows  or  coin  clubs. 
Moreover,  experience  shows  that  you  MUST  see  an  early  copper  coin  in  order  to  make 
a good  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  you  want  that  particular  coin  in  your  collection. 
Grading  shorthand,  written  descriptions,  even  photos  in  auction  catalogs  will  not  tell  you 
if  you  will  like  a particular  coin;  they  hint  at  it,  but  you  never  KNOW  until  you  see  the 
coin!  Thus  most  copper  coin  enthusiasts  try  to  attend  as  many  coin  shows  and  auctions 
as  they  can. 

At  a recent  one  day  coin  show  in  Pennsylvania  that  I attended,  there  were  about 
a dozen  tables  of  various  coins,  but  it  was  no  surprise  that  there  were  not  a lot  of  nice 
early  coppers  suitable  for  veteran  EAC  members.  Frankly,  there  was  more  copper  than 
I expected.  There  were  over  a dozen  colonials,  a couple  of  dozen  half  cents,  almost  a 
hundred  large  cents,  and  fifteen  to  twenty  Hard  Times  Tokens  that  were  for  sale  at 
various  tables.  The  trouble,  of  course,  was  that  most  of  the  coins  were  common,  low- 
grade  items  with  problems.  I had  come  to  the  show  hoping  to  find  a nice  piece  of  copper 
that  I needed  for  my  collection  and  it  simply  wasn't  available  at  the  show.  So  what  do 
I do  now? 

Well,  I can  go  through  a dealer's  junk  box  of  low-grade  large  cents  and  look  for 
rarities  (this  box  includes  most  of  the  large  cents  available).  I can  browse  the  floor  for 
whatever  coins  I find  attractive  and  interesting:  how  about  a nice  Washington  Quarter; 
a $5.00  gold  piece;  or  — heaven  forbid  — a silver  dollar?  I can  try  to  buy  the  best  piece 
of  copper  on  the  floor:  this  1 851  half  cent  certainly  isn't  any  rarity  but  it  ought  to  go  at 
least  XF:  this  1 848  large  cent  isn't  attributed,  and  it's  not  too  bad  — maybe  I should  get 
it  and  spend  my  time  doing  the  attribution  (some  things  I can  attribute  on  the  floor  but 
late  date  large  cents  are  not  one  of  them).  Finally,  I can  look  around,  enjoy  the  coins  I 
see,  and  go  home  without  spending  a cent  or  even  a half  cent.  In  short,  I can  save  my 
money  until  I find  a coin  I need  for  my  collection.  This  last  method  is  the  only  one  that 
will  let  me  build  a collection  (as  I have  limited  funds)  but  of  course  I have  to  have  patience 
to  do  this.  Frankly,  I tie  up  money  in  coins  because  my  lack  of  patience  causes  me  to  buy 
what  is  available,  rather  than  to  wait  to  find  the  coins  I need. 

The  result  is  the  accumulation  that  1 now  have,  rather  than  the  collection  that  I 
want.  If  you  are  in  the  same  boat,  what  do  we  do  now?  How  can  we  work  to  improve 
our  collections  instead  of  just  acquiring  more  unrelated  coins? 
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Well,  one  wav  to  work  on  your  collection  is  to  have  an  annual  clean-out-day  in 
which  you  refocus  your  goals,  go  through  the  material  that  you  have,  and  make  some 
decisions  as  to  what  you  want  to  keep,  what  you  are  willing  to  part  with,  and  what  you 
want  to  look  for  during  the  upcoming  collecting  year.  Normally,  I do  this  in  the  fall  as  the 
coin  season  winds  down.  The  objective  is  to  point  toward  the  new  year  with  specific 
collecting  goals  in  mind.  Sort  of  a coin  collectors  New  Year's  Resolution.  I want  to  be 
able  to  say  to  a coin  dealer  friend  of  mine,  "I  am  looking  for  a nice  18XX  large  cent 
variety  X,  if  you  find  one  at  the  FUN  show  I would  be  interested."  No.  I don't  go  to  the 
FUN  show;  at  least  I haven't  to  date.  I have  neither  the  time  nor  the  money,  but  1 can 
work  on  improving  my  collection  when  I know  what  coins  I am  seeking. 

Historically,  I have  gone  through  my  accumulation  and  tried  to  weed  out  the  items 
that  I did  not  need  to  retain  for  my  collection:  the  duplicates;  the  lower  grade  items;  the 
problem  coins;  material  that  I simply  didn't  like;  and  coins  that  I did  not  need  for  my  long 
range  collection  plan.  Curiously  enough,  I kept  duplicates  too,  but  these  were  duplicates 
that  I liked!  There  ought  to  be  some  rule  here,  such  as  "BUY  ONLY  COINS  THAT  YOU 
LIKE,"  but  impatience  always  gets  me  to  buy  some  so-so  coins  that  I get  rid  of  later, 
usually  at  a loss  (after  all,  if  I don't  want  to  keep  them  in  my  collection,  why  should  you 
want  them  in  yours?).  Why  do  I sell  them?  To  raise  money  to  buy  coins  for  my 
collection.  Clearly  I would  be  better  off  not  buying  these  items  in  the  first  place,  as  I sell 
them  at  a loss,  but  impatience  still  dogs  me  and  I always  wonder,  can  I find  or  afford  a 
nicer  one?  So  I buy  them,  and  two  or  three  years  iater  the  coin  I should  have  waited  for 
finally  comes  on  the  market;  then  I am  searching  for  money  to  acquire  it.  Since  I have 
traditionally  sold  these  weeded-out  items  from  my  accumulation  to  fund  purchases  for  my 
collection,  it  is  reasonable  to  ask,  what  is  the  best  way  to  go  about  it? 

Remember  I am  not  a coin  dealer,  so  I usually  have  only  20  or  30  items  per  year 
to  sell  (things  I bought  in  despair  of  ever  finding  a better  one,  or  coins  I got  because  "the 
money  was  burning  a hole  in  my  pocket"  and  I couldn't  find  what  I wanted).  First  of  all, 

I could  set  up  a table  at  a local  coin  show.  This  has  the  advantage  of  my  being  able  to 
set  my  own  prices.  Tables  at  small  shows  are  not  so  expensive,  whereas  a dealer  told 
me  that  a table  at  the  ANA  annual  convention  in  Baltimore  this  year  was  $900  (a 
prohibitive  price  if  you  only  have  a couple  of  thousand  dollars  worth  of  coins  to  sell). 
Now  you  will  normally  sell  several  coins  at  a small  show  because  even  your  rejects  are 
apt  to  be  better  quality  than  most  of  the  similar  items  found  at  such  shows;  however  you 
will  not  sell  all  your  material  because  it  is  too  specialized  and  the  few  collectors  there  who 
are  interested  usually  can't  afford  to  buy  all  the  material  at  once.  Another  thing  I could 
do  is  set  up  a table  at  this  year's  EAC  convention  in  Las  Vegas.  Table  fees  are  modest, 
and  the  collectors  are  all  looking  for  this  type  of  specialized  material;  but  they  all  want  the 
premium  quality  coins  I am  keeping  in  my  collection,  not  the  ones  I want  to  sell.  Thus, 
the  EAC  convention  may  not  be  a good  place  to  sell  your  duplicates,  however,  it  might 
be  a good  place  to  sell  your  collection.  (Ask  Joel  S.  for  his  opinion.)  Well,  what  about 
an  auction  to  get  rid  of  my  duplicates  and  raise  some  money?  Now  Bowers,  Stack's, 
Superior,  etc.  don't  want  a few  duplicates,  they  want  me  to  pass  on  and  have  my 
descendants  assign  my  whole  collection  to  them.  Frankly,  that  is  not  what  I had  in  mind, 
at  least  not  yet;  and  anyway,  that  will  cause  My  Collection  to  disappear.  So  how  do  I get 
rid  of  my  duplicates  and  raise  some  money?  Well,  one  thing  that  I have  tried  is  the 
specialized  copper  auctions,  McLaughlin  / Robinson  and  McCawley  / Grellman.  These  will 
sell  all  your  extra  coppers,  but  sometimes  the  prices  are  weak.  They  seem  to  be  a lot 
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better  place  to  buy  copper  than  to  sell  it  (Perhaps  I am  just  discouraged  by  what  some  of 
my  coins  are  really  worth).  All  of  these  places  and  the  EAC  Sale  as  well  will  get  strong 
prices  for  high-end,  problem-free  material.  Incidentally,  if  you  have  one  or  two  coins  that 
fit  the  latter  description  that  you  want  to  sell,  you  might  consider  consigning  them  to  the 
EAC  Sale.  Some  EAC  members  have  been  complaining  about  the  quality  of  material  at 
the  Sale  since  Ted  N.  and  others  stopped  consigning  some  of  their  great  coins  at  each 
year's  convention.  If  a couple  of  hundred  EAC  members  consigned  two  or  three  quality 
coins  each  to  the  Sale,  Las  Vegas  could  be  a monster  event. 

But  back  to  basics.  How  do  you  get  fair  prices  for  collectable  copper  coins  that 
are  not  in  the  CC?  Perhaps  the  answer  is  in  this  magazine  that  you  are  reading.  Why  not 
run  an  ad  in  Penny-Wise  and  check  out  the  response?

ESTABLISHING  A WEIGHT  STANDARD  FOR  1793  CENTS  & HALF  CENTS: 
AN  ORIGINAL  NEWSPAPER  PUBLICATION  OF  THE  CONGRESSIONAL  ACT

Throughout  the  1 780's,  various  attempts  to  establish  a mint  and  provide  a federal 
coinage  were  unsuccessful.  The  two  most  obvious  attempts  were  the  FUGIO  (or  Franklin) 
cent,  and  the  NOVA  CONSTELLATIO  patterns. 

Finally  an  attempt  came  to  fruition.  The  Congressional  Act  of  April  2,  1792 
established  the  Mint,  for  the  purpose  of  a national  coinage.  This  act  prescribed  the  Mint 
be  situated  at  the  seat  of  the  United  States  Government  (at  that  time,  Philadelphia).  The 
decimal  system  was  adopted,  and  the  cent  — the  value  of  one-hundredth  part  of  a dollar 
— was  to  contain  264  grains  of  pure  copper  (1 1 pennyweights  or  17.11  grams),  with 
the  half-cent  to  be  132  grams  (5  Vi  dwt./8.55  grams).  (Standards  likewise  were  drawn 
up  for  silver  and  gold  coinages  but  none  would  be  produced  in  1793  due  to  the  inability 
of  the  Chief  Coiner  and  the  Assayer  to  post  requisite  surety  bonds  of  $10,000  each). 

The  Act  of  May  8,  1792  provided  for  the  Mint  Director  to  contract  for  and 
purchase  up  to  1 50  tons  of  copper,  provide  preparation  and  make  into  coin  cents  and  half 
cents,  and  issue  the  same  into  circulation. 

The  mint  building  was  completed  in  early  September  1792.  Ads  were  placed  to 
purchase  copper  with  bulk  purchases  soon  to  follow.  In  late  autumn  1 792  planchets  had 
been  prepared,  as  well  as  various  trial  dies,  and  the  initial  patterns  (Birch  cents,  silver- 
center  cents,  copper  pattern  quarter  (?),  et.  al.)  were  struck. 

Probably  due  to  the  Mint's  effort  to  purchase  copper,  the  price  of  copper  increased. 
In  turn,  this  would  decrease  the  Mint's  profit  margin,  and  / or  cause  a loss.  The  Mint 
Director  brought  up  the  point  that  by  decreasing  the  weight  of  the  copper  coinage,  the 
mint  could  secure  enough  profit  to  defray  expenses,  yet  still  produce  a product  near

intrinsic  value.  Thus  the  Act  of  January  14,  1793  was  passed.  Cent  weights  were  reduced 
to  208  grains  (13.48  grams;  8V2  dwt.)  with  half  cents  to  be  104  grains  (6.74  grams;  4% 
dwt.). 


The  last  bureaucratic  hurdle  had  been  cleared,  and  the  mint  personnel  prepared  for 
impending  production.  Regular  mint  production  was  initiated  in  late  February.  "Chain"  cents 
were  struck  approximately  February  22  through  March  12,  totalling  36,103,  with  about 
1 1 ,000  of  these  struck  and  ready  for  circulation  by  March  1 . 

I have  been  searching  for  early  federal  period  newspapers  which  feature  mention  of 
U.S.  coins,  especially  1 793  copper  coins,  for  a decade  or  more.  They  are  exceedingly  difficult 
to  locate,  akin  to  cherrypicking  R7  varieties  of  coppers. 

I recently  acquired  a Columbian  CENTINEL  (Boston,  Mass)  newspaper,  printed 
Saturday,  February  2,  1793.  The  copper  coinage  ACT  of  January  14,  1793  is  featured  on 
the  front  page,  top  of  first  column,  enlarged  and  reproduced  at  the  end  of  this  article.  It  reads 
as  follows:

Second  Congress  of  the  UNITED  STATES: 

AT  THE  SECOND  SESSION, 

Begun  and  held  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  on  Monday,  the  fifth  of  November,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act,  intituled  "An 
act  establishing  a Mint,  and  regu  = 
lating  the  Coins  of  the  United 
States,"  so  far  as  respects  the 
Coinage  of  Copper. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  A- 
merica,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  cent 
shall  contain  two  hundred  and  eight  grains  of 
copper,  and  every  half  cent  shall  contain  one

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A Rarity  Scale  of  British  George  II 
Contemporary  Counterfeit  Halfpence

Prior  to  the  publication  of  "The  Forgotten  Coins  of  the  North  American  Colonies" 
by  Bill  Anton  and  Bruce  Kesse  in  1990,  there  was  a rather  quiet  following  of  these 
interesting  coppers.  Since  1990  however,  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for 
them  as  collectors  are  beginning  to  realize  their  importance  as  currency  during  the 
colonial  era. 

As  information  regarding  these  coppers  is  relatively  non  existent  when  compared 
to  other  circulating  coppers  of  the  period,  I will  attempt  to  give  the  collector  of  George 
II  counterfeits  an  idea  of  what  their  rarity  is. 

When  a counterfeit  halfpenny  is  found  at  a coin  show  or  in  a dealer  listing,  chances 
are  that  it  will  be  a British  George  III  in  very  good  or  lower  condition.  One  in  fifteen 
to  twenty  pieces  may  actually  be  a counterfeit  George  II  copper,  most  likely  in  fair  to 
very  good  condition.  With  the  exception  of  the  1751,  any  counterfeit  George  II 
halfpenny  in  VF  or  better  condition  is  very  difficult  to  find.  Nice  fine  condition, 
problem  free  pieces  are  scarce.  Many  of  the  dies  for  these  coins  were  cut  shallow  and 
the  coins  themselves  were  also  poorly  struck  so  you  usually  have  to  grade  by  surface. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  many  genuine  British  halfpence  are  sold  as  counterfeits 
when  in  fact  they  are  not.  The  best  thing  you  can  do  is  to  look  at  as  many  coppers 
as  you  can  to  gain  confidence  as  to  whether  or  not  a coin  is  a counterfeit. 

The  following  listing  will  be  in  date  order  and  will  list  all  struck  and  cast  counterfeit 
George  II  dates  known  to  me.  The  first  rarity  figure  will  be  for  the  date  and  the  second 
figure  for  the  cast  examples. 

1696  - Rarity  8.  Unknown  cast. 

1718  or  19  Rarity  8.  Unfortunately  the  full  date  is  not  visible.  The  important  thing 
about  this  date  is  that  it  mules  a George  II  obverse  (1729-54)  with  a 
George  I reverse  (1717-24).  Unknown  cast. 

1720  Rarity  8.  Unknown  cast. 

1730  High  Rarity  6.  When  this  date  is  found  it  will  most  likely  be  cast.  High 
Rarity  7 struck,  Low  Rarity  7 cast.  Unique  cast  in  brass. 

1731  High  Rarity  6.  Unique  cast. 

1732  Rarity  8.  Unknown  cast. 

1 733  Rarity  5.  The  earliest  collectable  George  II  date.  Included  in  this  date  are 

very  rare  varieties  such  as  the  Anton/Kesse  (AK)  plate  coins  #51  and 
#52.  High  Rarity  7 cast. 

1 734  Rarity  6.  A bit  rarer  than  1 733.  Unknown  cast. 

1735  Rarity  8.  Two  known.  One  each  struck  and  cast.  The  1735  counterfeit 

plated  in  the  November  1992  Coin  Galleries  sale  is  in  my  opinion  a 
genuine  copper. 

1736  High  Rarity  7.  Rarity  8 cast.

Rarity  6.  When  this  date  is  found  it  is  usually  mated  with  an  obverse 
similar  to  the  AK  plate  coins  #50  or  #59.  Unique  cast. 

Rarity  6.  Another  tough  date.  Included  in  this  date  is  the  AK  plate  coin 
#53  which  is  extremely  rare.  Rarity  8 cast. 

Low  Rarity  6.  This  date  contains  some  very  rare  varieties,  such  as  AK 
plate  coin  #130.  Rarity  7 cast. 

Rarity  7.  High  Rarity  7 cast.  Unique  cast  in  brass. 

Rarity  7.  Unknown  cast. 

High  Rarity  7.  Unknown  struck.  There  is  a unique  example  cast  in  copper 
nickel. 

Rarity  7.  Slightly  easier  to  find  cast  rather  than  struck. 

Rarity  6.  High  Rarity  7 cast. 

High  Rarity  6.  Same  comment  as  the  1743.  Rarity  8 cast  in  brass. 
Rarity  7.  This  date  is  unknown  struck.  Rarity  8 cast  in  brass. 

High  Rarity  7.  Unique  cast.  To  prevent  confusion,  the  1747  is  the  only 
George  II  Machins  Mills  date.  Its  rarity  is  usually  published  as  Rarity 
4 or  5.  This  variety  is  usually  found  with  a soft  profile  on  a grainy 
planchet. 

Rarity  6.  There  is  a variety  of  this  date  which  was  made  by  the  same 
maker  as  AK  plate  coin  #53  which  is  dated  1738.  Rarity  8 cast. 

Rarity  7.  High  Rarity  7 cast. 

Rarity  5.  One  of  the  commoner  George  II  dates.  Available  both  struck  and 
cast.  This  is  the  easiest  date  to  find  cast  followed  by  the  1751  and 
1730.  Borderline  Rarity  7 cast. 

Rarity  4.  This  is  in  my  opinion  the  commonest  date  in  the  series.  Most 
were  produced  by  the  maker  of  the  AK  plate  coin  #58.  The  "Defiant" 
Head  (AK  plate  #56  & #57)  is  a collectable  type  as  well.  AK  #131  is 
Rarity  7.  Low  Rarity  7 cast. 

Rarity  5.  Another  collectable  date.  There  are  some  very  rare  varieties  of 
this  date  including  AK  #132.  High  Rarity  7 cast. 

Rarity  7.  Rarity  8 cast.  Unique  cast  in  brass. 

Rarity  7.  High  Rarity  7 cast. 

Rarity  8.  Unknown  cast. 

High  Rarity  7.  Most  known  examples  are  cast.  The  only  known  struck 
example  is  in  the  Yale  University  Library. 

Rarity  8.  Unique  cast.  There  are  no  [known]  cast  George  II  coppers  dated 
later  than  1761. 

High  Rarity  7.  AK  plate  coin  #60  is  the  finest  known  to  me. 

High  Rarity  7.  This  piece  mules  a George  II  obverse  with  a George  III 
( 1 770-75)  reverse. 

High  Rarity  6 (Head  Left).  This  is  a muling  of  dies  which  is  occasionally 
available.  Very  difficult  to  find  in  Fine  or  better  condition. 

High  Rarity  7 (Head  Right).  AK  plate  coin  #1  33.  An  example  of  this  coin 
was  sold  by  Stack's  in  early  1993.  It  currently  resides  in  a top  quality 
eastern  collection.

Rarity  6.  This  is  "commonest"  of  the  George  ll/George  III  mules.  Included 
in  this  date  are  AK  plate  coins  #79  and  #80,  as  well  as  an  extremely  rare 
variety  made  from  hand  cut  dies  with  a very  large  head.  Extremely  rare 
in  Very  Fine  or  better.

High  Rarity  7.  Two  Different  varieties  by  the  same  maker.  Each  one  is 
crude  in  execution.

In  summary,  one  can  see  that  except  for  the  1 733, 1 750, 1751,  and  1752  it  may 
take  considerable  time  and  effort  to  acquire  as  many  as  ten  different  dates.  As  one 
gets  more  involved  in  the  series,  you  will  see  how  certain  engravers  really  didn't  care 
about  what  dates  they  put  on  their  coins.  One  maker  dated  his  works  with  the  years 
1 737,  1 751,  and  1 771  among  others.  There  is  little  doubt  that  even  though  there  is 
a 34  year  span  in  dates,  coins  produced  by  this  particular  maker  most  likely  were 
produced  over  short  number  of  months  or  possibly  years. 

The  counterfeit  or  imitation  George  II  halfpence  is  an  interesting  and  affordable 
series  in  which  many  hours  or  enjoyment  can  be  had.  One  must  remember  that  this 
series  is  still  in  its  infancy  and  much  more  research  needs  to  be  done.  This  short 
article  is  in  no  way  intended  to  be  a comprehensive  analysis,  merely  a guide  to  rarity 
ratings.

DIE  VARIETY  ATTRIBUTION  USING  TRANSPARENCIES 
Patrick  Dobak 


As  I scan  the  case  of  coppers  displayed  before  me,  my  eyes  are  drawn  to  a 
cap  cent  identified  as  a 1794  S-40.  I ask  to  see  the  piece,  and  examine  it. 

Urn,  it's  definitely  a Liberty  cap,  and  the  top  half  of  the  date  and  most  of 
LIBERTY  shows.  It  is  porous,  and  has  a nasty  edge  ding.  There  might  be  a 
ghost  of  the  die  chip  visible,  or  is  it  just  wishful  thinking?  The  obverse 
will  need  to  be  attributed  by  the  hair  locks  and  placement  of  the  lettering. 

I flip  it  over.  UNI,  the  hint  of  a leaf,  a short  string  of  denticles  and  one 
ribbon  show.  Apparently,  the  only  reason  that  this  much  has  survived  is  due 
to  a half  inch  long  dent  that  has  caused  the  area  to  be  slightly  recessed. 

I would  need  to  be  able  to  differentiate  this  reverse  from  those  associated 
with  S-38,  39  and  NC-2.  Not  much  to  go  on.  This  thing  is  a real  dog! 

Several  things  pass  through  my  mind.  First  of  all,  I need  an  S-40.  Second 
of  all,  this  is  an  R6-  1794,  and  the  first  one  that  I have  seen.  It  is  also 
affordable,  and  my  budget  is  quite  limited.  I know  the  dealer  well  enough 
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to  be  confident  in  his  ability  to  accurately  attribute  low-grade  coppers.  Still,  though,  he 
is  not  going  to  be  standing  at  my  side  when,  at  some  point,  I have  to  convince  a 
prospective  buyer  that  the  attribution  is  accurate 

The  vast  majority  of  early  copper  collectors  have  had  to  face  such  a dilemma. 
Attribution  of  low-grade  coppers  is  a skill  (or  art,  depending  on  your  perspective)  whose 
limits  challenge  all  of  us.  I have  developed  an  eye  that  is  discerning  enough  to  attribute 
many  coins,  even  in  the  absence  of  the  major  attribution  points.  This  skill  will  not  be  of 
much  use  to  me,  though,  if  the  potential  buyer's  eye  is  not  as  discerning. 

What  techniques  could  be  applied  in  order  to  make  attribution  conclusions  more 
consistent  in  these  borderline  situations?  Eyeballing  the  coins  against  photographic  plates 
at  its  limits  is  an  art.  Judging  from  the  declining  availability  of  early  coppers  the  last  few 
years,  this  issue  should  become  more  important  for  those  of  us  who  insist  on  collecting 
rare  varieties. 

I have  been  experimenting  with  a technique  that  I have  found  to  be  useful  in  many 
of  these  situations.  It  consists  of  making  transparency  reproductions  of  the  1:1 
photographic  plates  out  of  the  Quarterman  printing  of  Penny  Whimsy,  and  overlaying 
them  on  the  coins  in  question.  I have,  using  several  low-grade  rarities,  attempted  to 
assess  the  reliability  of  this  method  for  making  conclusions,  both  in  terms  of  what  variety 
coins  are  and  what  they  are  not. 

I chose  to  work  with  the  S-38,  39,  40.  NC-2,  and  the  S-182,  183,  184  series 
because  these  would  necessitate  having  to  make  multiple  negative  conclusions.  In  both 
series,  the  varieties  share  a common  die,  and  I have  low-grade  specimens  in  each  that  are 
only  worth  something  if  they  are  indeed  rare.  The  S-40  and  the  S-183  in  question  are 
both  lacking  the  major  attribution  points.  Through  an  examination  of  these  coins,  I have 
evaluated  the  strengths,  weaknesses,  and  limitations  of  this  technique. 

The  decision  to  use  photocopy  reproductions  was  based  on  cost.  In  addition,  I lack 
the  expertise  and  equipment  necessary  to  create  high-quality  photographic  reproductions. 
Besides,  if  the  technique  works  with  this  quality  of  transparency,  it  may  not  be  necessary 
to  rely  on  higher  quality  reproductions.  Because  of  exposure  variance  between  the  coins 
on  each  plate,  it  was  necessary  to  make  several  copies  at  different  contrasts.  The 
transparencies  need  to  be  light  enough  to  see  through  to  the  coin,  yet  have  the  necessary 
detail.  Sometimes,  it  was  necessary  to  overlay  the  copy  on  the  original  and  carefully 
enhance  particular  details  with  an  extra-fine  permanent  marker. 

The  S-40 

Since  I was  comfortable  with  the  obverse  attribution,  based  mainly  on  the  bust  lock 
ends  matching  (the  majority  of  them  showed),  I did  not  spend  much  effort  trying  to 
disprove  other  obverses.  The  transparency  examination  confirmed  the  attribution. 

Examination  of  the  reverse  was  tedious  because  of  the  lack  of  detail  already 
mentioned.  I began  by  comparing  the  coin  to  the  S-40.  The  denticle  separations  and  the 
N matched,  when  the  transparency  was  aligned  to  the  U.  Examination  of  the  S-39 
showed  that  the  denticles  under  the  left  side  of  U were  backwards  (center  = gap).  The 
rim  did  not  seem  to  align  very  well.  I attributed  that  to  the  distance  between  the 
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denticles  and  the  letters  being  off.  With  the  S-38,  the  denticles  over  the  left  stand 
of  N were  backwards.  The  rim  also  did  not  seem  to  align  well.  With  the  NC-2,  the  U 
and  N were  distant.  There  is  a full  denticle  between  the  letters.  I have  no  doubt  that 
this  is  an  S-40. 

The  S-183 

I considered  this  to  be  a good  test  because  the  S-182  / 3 / 4 obverses  are 
notoriously  similar.  Sheldon  referred  to  this  series  as  "a  pleasant  numismatic  nicety." 
Ha,  ha.  Maybe  if  someone  else  is  doing  the  attributing.  Although  the  dealer  that  I 
bought  this  piece  from  is  also  very  good  with  early  cents,  Walter  Breen  examined  this 
particular  coin,  and  would  not  vouch  for  it. 

On  the  reverse  of  the  coin,  the  die  cut  across  the  A and  right  ribbon  is  visible. 

I used  the  berries  to  align  the  transparency.  This  seemed  to  be  more  accurate  than 
using  letters.  The  problem  with  using  letters  is  that  I had  to  examine  the  plates  so 
that  I was  certain  which  edges  of  the  letters  showed  on  the  transparency.  The 
wreath  and  all  the  letters  matched. 

On  the  obverse,  the  top  half  of  the  8 and  the  tops  of  the  1 79  showed  weakly. 
Because  they  were  so  weak,  it  was  very  difficult  to  see  the  figures  through  the 
transparency.  LIBERTY,  however,  was  complete,  although  the  tops  of  TV  were  weak. 
I aligned  the  transparency  to  the  bust,  and  found  all  the  letters  matched  for  the  S- 
183.  With  the  S-182,  I found  IB  to  be  distant,  but  could  not  discern  any  difference 
in  ER  spacing  (as  is  mentioned  in  Penny  Whimsy).  With  the  S-184,  entire  LIBERTY 
was  too  wide.  The  coin  is  an  S-183. 

I have  found  this  technique  to  be  very  helpful  in  both  these  situations.  It  should 
not  be  used  as  a substitute  for  eyeball  examination,  but  rather  to  test  attributions. 
In  addition,  I found  that  working  with  the  transparencies  improved  my  eye  for  detail. 

I have  taken  the  first  step  with  this  technique.  The  real  test  is  to  see  if  results 
are  repeatable  from  person  to  person.  I would  be  very  interested  in  hearing  other 
people's  results,  and  am  always  looking  for  some  grade  R5+  and  most  R6  Sheidons.

I bought  a Maris  51  g (R6  head  left)  at  the  ANA  convention,  added  copy  and 
built  an  additional  platform  to  make  the  Goadsby  section  complete  with  all  three 
known  varieties.  The  revised  exhibit  was  entered  in  the  N.  C.  Numismatic  Association 
state  convention,  High  Point,  N.C.,  in  late  November,  and  won  Best  in  Show  / 
Peoples'  Choice. 

A revised  (improved)  exhibit  called,  "Secret  Treasurers  of  coins"  won  second 
place  AND  I won  the  1 993  Bason  Literary  Award  for  a 4-part  series  on  Colonial  Coins. 

My  wife  and  I plan  to  drive  to  the  1994  EAC  convention  and  I hope  I can 
exhibit  my  two  copper  exhibits  (N.  J.  and  Colonial  Coins)  as  this  will  give  the  Western 
members  the  only  chance  of  seeing  the  N.J.  State  Coinage  exhibit.

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An  Open  Letter  to  the  Condition  Census  Committee 

Pete  Smith 

Much  has  been  printed  about  grading  in  Penny-Wise , and  much  is  yet  to  be  written.  The  November 
15,  1993,  issue  of  P-W  announced  the  organization  of  "The  Large  Cent  Condition  Census  Committee."  I 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  address  a few  comments  to  the  members  of  the  committee. 

1 Sheldon's  condition  census  of  the  top  six  pieces  was  appropriate  for  collectors  in  1949.  Today's 
collectors  need  to  know  the  grades  and  ranking  of  more  than  the  top  six.  I believe  a minimum  of  ten 
pieces  should  be  listed  if  that  many  pieces  can  be  identified.  If  there  are  only  15  or  20  pieces  known  for  a 
variety,  consider  listing  the  grades  and  rankings  for  all  known  pieces.  In  my  opinion,  too  much  emphasis 
in  the  past  was  placed  on  the  top  six  as  thought  the  seventh  piece  was  somehow  inferior.  What  we  need 
is  more  information,  not  a line  drawn  at  a specific  level. 

2 Realize  that  there  are  at  least  three  versions  of  the  census.  The  short  form  includes  just  the  grades  of 
the  top  pieces  and  may  be  appropriate  for  publication  in  CQR.  The  middle  form  would  include  shorthand 
notes  on  pedigrees.  The  long  form  would  include  complete  pedigree  information.  The  complete  long  list 
might  run  several  hundred  pages.  Although  the  short  and  middle  forms  have  appropriate  uses,  the  long 
form  is  needed  and  should  be  published  periodically. 

3 Establish  a policy  related  to  confidentiality  for  current  owners  of  CC  coins.  In  my  opinion,  current 
owners  should  not  be  listed  unless  permission  is  granted  in  writing. 

4.  A "condition  census"  is  now  a generic  term  that  can  be  used  and  abused  by  anyone.  Establish  a new 
name  that  can  be  protected  by  copyright  and  establish  rules  for  fair  use  of  that  name.  Assume  for  the 
sake  of  discussion  that  the  new  name  is  "**CC**". 

A.  A company  that  uses  the  **CC**  information  must  agree  to  use  the  current  published  version. 

B A company  offering  for  sale  a coin  listed  in  **CC**  may  mention  the  grade  and  ranking 
established  for  that  coin. 

C A company  offering  for  sale  a coin  not  listed  in  **CC**  may  not  use  the  term  **CC**  to 
speculate  on  the  grade  or  rank  that  might  be  assigned  if  that  coin  were  submitted  to  the  committee  for 
examination. 

D Publish  in  Penny-Wise  the  names  of  companies  or  individuals  believed  to  be  abusing  the  grades, 
rankings  or  name  **CC**  used  in  coin  descriptions. 

The  condition  census  has  changed  and  evolved  since  1949  It  will  continue  to  evolve.  The  committee 
should  establish  practices  that  can  evolve  as  collector  needs  change  and  evolve.  Feedback  from  EAC 
members  may  indicate  the  directions  these  changes  should  take.

Today  (July  20  19931  we  jot  in  the  mail  an  envelope  Irom  Yesteryear  Coins  Inside  was  Colonial 
Numismatics  List  - July  1993'  a 62  page  filed  price  list  printed  both  sides  on  8 1/2  by  11  inch  paper 
devoted  to  300-  lots  of  primarily  colonial  coins  but  also  including  Wasbingtonia  Betts  medals 
American  Revolution  and  Post  Revolutionary  War  military  uniform  buttons  Continental  currency 
American  Revolutionary  Debt  Certificates  Colonial  era  related  Documents  and  Manuscripts  and 
various  auction  catalogues  and  filed  Price  Lists 

Also  included  in  tbe  envelope  was  Copper  Tome  *9  June  1993  six  pages  printed  both  sides  on 
salmon  (?)  colored  8 1/2  by  11  inch  paper 

1 do  not  know  which  to  discuss  first  So  1 11  digress  The  first  time  that  I was  this  numismatically 
excited  was  in  the  late  1970  s when  I encountered  my  first  copy  of  PENNY-WISE  the  bymonthly 
lournal  of  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club  (EAC)  The  second  time  was  receiving  a copy  of  Jack 
Collins  fixed  price  list  on  Wasbingtonia  This  list  is  the  third  What  I found  in  PENNY-WISE  and 
Jack  Collins  list  and  what  I found  here  was  what  1 call  pure  numismatics  - a love  of  the  subiect 
free  from  affectation  and  ego  devoted  to  communicating  one  s knowledge  and  if  successful  one  s 
numismatic  passion 

As  for  Tom  s fixed  price  list  300  items  are  listed  on  32  pages  just  under  6 items  per  page  Why7 
Virtually  all  of  tbe  items  are  attributed  meticulously  described  many  provenanced  and  most  are 
accompanied  by  numismatically  significant  or  fascinating  annotations  The  offerings  are  priced 
from  S 1 5 00  to  just  under  $1000  with  most  items  priced  between  $50  00  and  $300  00  The  offerings  in 
this  list  are  not  the  high  priced  items  that  one  finds  in  the  high-powered  catalogues  coins  that 
are  beyond  most  collectors  These  are  colonials  for  real-life  collectors  This  is  not  to  say  that  the 
offerings  are  pedestrian  or  unimportant  Rather  these  modestly  priced  offerings  are  worthwhile 
examples  of  Americas  colonial  heritage  many  of  which  are  important  pieces  many  from 
important  collections  or  auctions 

Tom  s list  is  a veritable  seminar  in  American  colonial  coinage  for  those  who  want  to  collect 
American  coins  but  are  tired  of  pursuing  slabbed  promoted  common  coins  colonials  are  the 
perfect  collectible  numismatic  coins 

Now  for  "Copper-Tome  which  Tom  refers  to  as  The  house  rag  of  Yesteryear  Coins  of  dubious 
merril  and  terrible  spelling  This  particular  issue  consists  of  Toms  observations  on  the 
desirability  of  collecting  colonials  suggestions  for  buying  them  and  ideas  for  building  a 
collection  The  writing  is  personal  straight  forward  readable  nearly  impossible  to  pul  down  and 
again  free  from  ego  or  affectation  almost  as  though  Tom  was  sitting  with  you  and  just  talking 
coins 

Yes  there  are  misspellings  in  tbe  list  and  'Copper-Tome  Big  bloody  deal  Remember  Tom  s 
writing  is  fluent  and  conversational  so  how  can  you  misspell  a word  when  you  are  talking 
Clearly  knowledgeable  in  this  labyrinthine  field  Tom  is  writing  from  his  heart  if  not  from  his 
very  soul  Too  ofun  we  mistake  glitt  for  substance  production  values  for  numismatic  value  Long 
after  tbe  telemarketing  and  promotion  boys  and  their  superficiality  have  gone  to  seed.  Tom  s lists 
will  continue  to  be  of  substantive  numismatic  value 

1 have  only  met  Tom  a couple  of  limes  at  various  shows  and  regret  that  I have  not  bad  the  time  to 
spend  some  time  with  him  talking  or  better  yet  listening  about  colonials  Obviously  my  loss  Tom 
mentions  in  his  list  that  there  will  be  an  inaugural  meeting  for  a proposed  Colonial  Coin  Collectors 
Club  at  the  ANA  By  the  time  you  read  this  you  might  wish  to  contact  Tom  to  find  out  more 
information  about  this  new  group

The  application  deadline  means  --  in  the  bourse  chairman's  hands  no  later  than  18 
March.  Bourse  fees  will  be  refunded  to  those  so  desiring  prior  to  the  deadline  date.  Fees 
refunded  after  that  time  will  only  be  to  those  suffering  a bonafide  emergency  at  the  time  of  the 
convention  opening. 

I understand  that  only  numismatically  related  material  may  be  offered,  which  consists 
primarily  of  pre  - 1865  U.S.  copper  coinage,  tokens  and  their  related  literature. 

The  undersigned  hereby  releases  EAC,  its  officers,  directors  and  agents  from  all  liability, 
claims,  demands  and  losses  including  those  claims  arising  from  any  negligence  of  EAC  or  its 
agents.  The  undersigned  recognizes  that  EAC  does  not  maintain  liability  or  other  insurance.
